Senator Walsh, of Montana, perma- 
nent chairman of the convention; Sen- 
ator Harrison, of Mississippi, and 
Chairman Hull, of the democratic na- 
tional committee. 
Friendly in All Respects. 

The conference was deseribed as 
friendly in all respects, and it was 
srid all the participants agreed that 
the need of the moment was to find 
some way to keep the klan fight from 
coming to the floor of the convention. 
Grave fears of the consequences were 
expressed should the efforts fail. 

After the principal conference, the 
conferees split up into groups and 
continued their work among dele- 
gates and leaders separately. No spe- 
cifie plan fur avoiding the open fight 
was advanced, but all the paptici- 
pants were engaged actively in the 
attempt to find one before morning.

Berlin, June 27.—The German gov- | 


ernment has definitely accepted in- 
ter-allied control of Germany’s mili- 
tary organizations. 

Despite the fiery objections of the 
junkers, the government completed 
a note to the allies Friday, agreeing 
to a final inspection of the organiza- 
tions which have caused anxiety 
abroad. 

The accent is on the “final” in the 
note. Having embarked on a course 
which is not appreved by reaction- 
ary groups, the government wishes 
to settle the question in definite fash- 
jon. The note is being forwarded to 
Paris and will be handed to the al- 
lice between now and Monday, when 


‘it probably will be published. 


Marx Is Blunt. 

Chancellor Marx put the final 
touches to the note Friday noon after 
conferences with the nationalists, 
with whose protests he dealt firmly 
and briefly. 

Marx told them, according to re- 
lisble information, that their inter- 
ference in the situation was not de- 
sired. Considerable surprise has been 
caused by his attitude toward the 
group which was led by the power- 
ful nationalist leader, Admira] von 
Tirpitz, of U-boat fame. 

Expect No Sabotage.

New York, June 27.—If McAdoo 
does not win, the convention will en- 
ter the field of the dark horses, It 
is McAdoo or a dark horse; Smith 
cannot win. Smith is less a candi- 
date than a spear point. Among the 
anti-McAdoo leaders, a few from New 
York really hope and think that 
Smith may win. 

But the more important generals 
of the anti-McAdoo group, the ones 
who come from outside New York, 
do not expect to push Smith to vic- 
tory. They are using him as the 
spear point of their resistance to Mr. 
McAdoo. 

If all the candidates except Me 
Adoo and Smith were removed from 
the fight, and if all the delegates were 
obliged to vote for one of these two— 
iw that event McAdoo would get about 
G50 votes and Smith about 450. Me 
Adoo has about 400 delegates who are 
his own under all conditions. There 
are about 250 more who will always

So that it is McAdoo or one of the 
dark horses In the dark-horse fiela 
it is a clear fact that there are more 
delegates favorable to John W. Davis 
than to any other one. Not only are 
many individual delegates for him, 
but in addition there is a prevailing 
current of the best sort of sentiment 
for him. They feel that he has dis- 
tinction, the touch of eminence which, 
iu their hearts, the better sort of dei- 
egate wants. 

Next to Davis, the dark horse who 
has the support of those delegates 
who seek distinction, intellectual 
courage and all that sort of higher 
quality is Carter Glass, of Virginia. 
If every consideration of prejudice 
and expediency were eliminated; if 
the convention could come to an at- 
mosphere of choosing a man who 
would reflect credit on the party and 
add a laurel to its traditions, Davis 
and Glass would be the leaders. 

Expediency Is Foremost. 

But the fact is, it is expediency 
that is in the foreground. The great 
danger to the democrats in this con- 
vention is that the nomination may 
be made, not with a view to carrying 
the country as a whole, but with 
merely a view to carrying local cities 
or local states. More of the argu- 
ment in favor of Smith is that he 
can carry New York; and maybe 
also, as his advocates urge, carry the 
other eastern states where wet senti- 
ment is strong.

New York, June 27.—(Special.)— 
The McAdoo leaders openly, design- 
edly and militantly dumped the Ku 
Klux Klan today. 

This was specifically 
last night. 

The dumping process began yes- 
terday when Major Cohen was quot- 


forecasted 


ed as saying there were no klan dele- 
gates from Georgia, and when pre- 
pared statements were given out by 
Judge Rockwell denying that his can- 
didate had any klan allegiances or 
any klan sympathies. 

As an offset to this, however, there 
were further circulations of a secret 
order issued by the grand dragon 
of Georgia asking all klan delegates 
to attend the McAdoo convention in 
Atlanta and to support Major Cohen 
for committeeman because he had 
agreed to pretect the klan’s interests 
at the New York eonvention. 

Issued Anti-Kian Orders. 

During the night, fully aware that 
the klan pillory was choking their 
candidate to death, a program of 
seconding spéeches from all the Mc- 
Adoo states that had not already 
been called in the nomination roll 
was prepared and the speakers coach- 
ed that the klan should either be di- 
rectly denounced by name or that 
the liberty guaranties of the federal 
constitution should be stressed as a 
McAdoo characteristic. 

Hence it was that an_ Irishman 
from North Dakota denounced the 
klan by name in one breath and. 
lauded William Gibbs McAdoo, whose 
nomination he seconded, in the other. 

When he pronounced McAdoo’s 
name, the Georgia delegation, which 
has stood a lot of finger pointing and 
none too kindly kidding as a “klan 
delegation,” jumped up on its chairs 
and put its flag as high in the air 
as they could. 

Delegate Dodges Questianer. 

The McAdoo women delegates 
screamed. The men roared. They 
cheered and cheered and shouted for 


McAdoo. An Evening World report- 
er met Mr. O’Connor, the McAdoo 
Irishman, and asked him if his speech 
was the result of instructions by 
Judge Rockwell, the McAdvo man- 
ager.

A fifth was 
Vermont, which has never gone dem- 
ocratic withiz the memory of man 
and which certainly will not begin 
in a year when its own native son 
is the republican candidate. A sixth 
was Wisconsin, which has not gone 
democratic since 1884. A _ seventh 
was Iowa, which, according to a time- 
tested adage of politics, “will go dem- 
ocratic so soon as hell goes Meth- 
odist.” The eighth was Minnesota, 
which has not gone democratic in 50 
years. A ninth was North Dakota, 
which is almost as republican as 
lowa or Pennsylvania and has only 
five electoral votes anvhow. ‘The 
tenth was Pennsylvania itself. which 
has not gone democratic since the 
Civil] war, a mere fungus in the Jem- 
ocratic cosmos. -The eleventh was 
Massachusetts, which is hardly to be 
carried by the democrats in the year 
when Calvin Coolidge is the repub- 
lican nominee. The twelfth was [)li- 
nois, which is almost as republican 
as Pennsylvania, Then there wis 
Smith’s own state of 
which is always going to elect a dem- 
ocratic president, but hasn't done so 
since 1892, except in 1912, when the 
republicans split—New York, which. 
even in 1920, when Smith himself 
was running for governor, gave the 
republican p:esidential candidate a 
million majority. There remains out 
of these fifteen states parading for 
Smith just three—New Jersey, Con- 
necticut and Rhode Island. ) 

Now, that parade of Smith states 
was thrilling; but politically it 
amounted to nothing.

- THE CROSSING BILL. 

By a vote of 74 to 70, the house 
of representatives of the Georgia 
legislature decided, on Friday, to 
réconsider its action of last year in 
defeating the bill known as the 
grade crossing bill. It is earnestly 
to be hoped that when this measure 
comes up for final consideration It, 
or some substitute bill designed for 
tite same end, be enacted Into law. 

‘The bill as now written provides 
that all motor vehicles must come 
to a full stop not more than fifty 
feet from any grade.crossing where 
a steam railroad or interurban line 
intersects the highway. The bill also 
provides that failure to observe the 
provisions of the act shall not be 
considered negligence, per se, in 
any action against the railroad for 
accidents involving injury to life or 
property. 

Opposition to the measure has 
been based mainly on the charge 
that the bill is supported by the 
railroads, with the object of reduc- 
ing their liability for damages !n 
case of accident, 

The importance of enacting some 
legislation which will reduce the 
frightful life Georgia, 
through grade crossing accidents, 
i; evident to all thoughtful persons. 
Fven if such legislation results In 
the saving of only one life, It will 
be worth all the time, effort and

In case of a break in the shield 
they are doomed to suffocate’ in 
the inflow of mud. The bravery of 
the “sandhogs’”’ is really responsible 
for the tunnels that span the river. 
Hundreds have had narrow escapes 
te a large number have been trap- 
ped. 

The “sandhogs” are sturdy, hairy- 
chested men with booming voices. 
They are ag husky as the toughest 
Jjumber jack. And they live to them- 
selves in the water-front boarding 
houses. Very few of the “‘sandhogs” 
are married. 

They dress in corduroy trousers 
and blue flannel shirts and. are 
inveterate chewers of tobacco, ‘The 
pay for the “sandhog” is - some- 
times as high as $20 a day. He 
must accustom himself to darkness 
down, in the subterranean’ depths. 

His chief physical danger  out- 
side of a break in the shield is what 
is known as “the bends.” This is a 
form of body cramp that contracts 
the body in the agony of terrible suf- 
fering. Unless the victim is brought 
hurriedly to air he dies in a fright- 
ful seizure. 

Several years ago 22 “sandhogs” 
were seized with “the bends.” In 
the agony they attacked each other 
and for a half hour they battled in 
the pit, screaming, biting, kicking 
and clawing. All were unconscious 
when they reached the fresh air. 

The “sandhogs’ are men with un- 
usual taciturnity. Even among them- 
selves they speak only in monosyl- 
lables. Their attitude in life seems to 
he that as all are playing the most 
dangerous game in a crisis it is each 
man for himself.

He attributes his unusual health to 
this custom.

For a cup of cof- 
fee one must watch the bubbling per- 
colator at the side of the plate, won- 
dering any moment whether or not 
it will explode. I think the chefs grow 
tired of food because they have to 
spend so much of their time primp- 
ing it. 


Columbus Circle is Manhattan’s 
merry-go-round. When night comes 
to this upper reach of the great white 
way there is an _ incessant whirl 
of motor lights seemingly whirling 
around and around. ‘Twenty-four 
traffic policemen guide the mael- 
strom of traffic here at night. Many 
motors shoot off into the park and 
others up Broadway.

‘THE WORLD’S WINDOW

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Oh, for a New 
Chest! 


The burghers of Gorkum, a small 
town in Holland, are in a frenzy. 
One of their most valuable historical 
records and one that drew thousands 


of visitors each year, has ‘disap- 
peared. The valued relic was the 
chest in which Hugo Grotius, hu- 
manitarian, statesman and one of 
the greatest minds of the latter mid- 
dle ages, escaped from the fortress 
prison of Loevestein, the Dutch bas- 
tile on the confluence of the Waal 
and Meuse rivers. Grotius had the 
privilege of receiving a chestful of 
books each month. His wife, who 
shared his’ political captivity with 
him, conceived the idea of shipping 
her husband in the chest out of the 
prison to the nearby town of Gor- 
kum. She succeeded. The worst of 
the disappearance of the chest is that 
the newspapers have got hold of 
ihe story.

CANDY FOR ENDURANCE. 
One of the many war-time myths 
which had wide circulation in this 
country was one to the effect that 
the Germans had_ discovered some 
chemical substance or food which had 
remarkable power to banish fatigue 
and enable the seldier to show phe- 
nomenal endurance. The truth is 


that the Germans had nothin 
kind, at least nothing which the other 
armies did not have. The myth wel] 
might have been founded upon the ex- 
traordinary value of candy for that 
very purpose. If there is any chein- 
ical substance or food which deserves 
special consideration as an endur- 
ance food, it is candy. 

Drs. Samuel A. Levine, Burgess 
Gordon and Clifford L, Derick, of 
Boston, had the opportunity to study 
a group of runners who participated 
in a marathon race of 25 miles last 
year and again this year (the race is 
an annual event in’ Boston), and 
they found that the winner of the 
race, who broke the world’s record, 
had a normal amount of sugar in 
his blood at the finish and was in ex- 
cellent condition, whereas runners 
who became exhausted and were un- 
able the finish the race were found 
to ‘have a diminished blood sugar 
content, one, particularly, who  bhe- 
came so severely exhausted that he 
lost consciousness and was brought in 
by the police, showed a very low au- 
gar content. The physicians who 
made these observations remark that 
during a prolonged and violent effort 
like this marathon race the metabo- 
lism increases to ten times the nor- 
mal rate and the ordinary sugar re- 
serve in the blood is insufficient to 
meet the demands of the body for 
energy. They believe the state of 
severe exhaustion or shock, as seen 
in some of the marathon’ runners, 
may be. prevented or at least ameli- 
orated if the athlete will take a larger 
supply of carbohydrate in the diet 
the night before or the morning be- 
fore the race. They advise that the 
runner take candy during the race, 


{say in the form of lime drops, to re- 


plenish the blood sugar reserve which 
is so heavly drawn on in any severe 
prolonged muscular effort. 

The fame of milk chocolate as an 
endurance food was fully established 
by the experience of thousands of sol- 
diers in the great war. : 

Mountain climbers have added their 
testimony to the value of sugar, in 
one form or another, as a sustaining 


food. . ; 

Although I fear IL utter a medical 
heresy, at least from the point of 
view of the old timers, still I think 
it is a fact sufficiently supported by 
modern physiological and _ dietetic 
knowledge, that sugar is good baoy 
food and candy is a thoroughly whole- 
some and healthful food for live boys 
and girls—good for the teeth and 
all. 
Maybe you and I consume ’= more 
carbohydrate than our metabolism 
has any use for, and of course that 
is bad for one’s health—but we need 
not fall into the error of assuming 
that because too much of it injures 
us a reasonable amount of it will 
not be good for the children. As for 
the teeth, it is only a little less fool- 
ish to imagine candy injures the 
teeth than it is to imagine candy 
causes children to have “worms. 
Some of the old fogies really imag- 
ined such things—and though they 
blushingly deny it now, still they 
just feel somehow that the kiddies 
shouldn’t have any: they generally 
think the kiddies should have plenty 
of castor oil, however.

NORFOLK BASE GOES

Washington, June 27.—President 
Coolidge issued an executive order to- 
day transferring the Norfolk army 
base from the war department to the 
shipping board. 

The property at the Norfolk army 
base was constructed during the war 
at a cost of approximately $17,000,000 
and the shipping board has been en- 
deavoring for several years to get 
possession of the valuable piers and 
other equipment.

The Norfolk port commission on 
Wednesday wrote Chairman 0’Connor 
expressing a desire to discuss with the 
board the future commercial operation 
of the piers and warehouses at the

CORN PRICES SFE 
VIOLENT BREAKS 


Chicago, June 27.—Huge profit- 
taking sales led to a violent break in 
corn prices today after a high price 
record for the season had again been 
smashed. Corn closed unseitled, 5-8 
to 2 1-4ce net lower, July 93 1-2 to 
93 3-4, wih wheat heavy, 1 to 1 5-%c 
down, oats at 1-4 to 1-2c decline, and 
provisions unchanged to 10c lower. 


Tumbling down of prices in the corn 
market was especially severe during 
the last 15 minutes of trading. New 
buying power appeared to have been 
almost exhausted for the time be- 
ing, and quotations fell rapidly, with 
the downward sweep of the market 
accelerated by wild efforts of broker- 
to execute standing orders to sell at 
definite limits in order to avoid 
losses. In some cases, an extreme 
break to 5 1-4c under yesterday’s fin- 
ish took place. Previously, the buy- 
ing had been persistent and on all 
declines the market had rallied in 
notable quick time. In this instan@, 
however, the upset could only be in 
part overcome before the day was at 
an end. :

Credit of $40,000,000 Is Asked

New York, June 27.—A credit of 
$40,000,000 is being negotiated with 
banks here for the purpose of enabling 
cooperative cotton marketing associa- 
tions to handle this year’s crop. Last 
year a similar credit was granted tc 
the Texas farm bureau cotton assoria- 
tion secured by 250,000 bales of cot- 
ton. The North Carolina Cotton Pro- 
ducers’ association and other associa- 
tions in southern states have proved 
successful and the plan of thus hold- 
ing and marketing cotton is growing. 
No information could be obtained to- 
day as to the interest rate to be 
charged on the $40,000,000 credit in 
question, but it is safe to ussume in

Some Leaders Sincere. 

That picture, however, would be in 
complete, for it is necessary to add 
that some of those who, from the be- 
ginning, wanted to denounce the klat. 
by name were men of unquestioned 
sincerity. That some of ihem did not 
belong to any of the religions pro- 
scribed by the klan, and therefore had 
no religious motive in attacking the 


klan, proved their sincerity. Aside 


|from those who had political motives 


because of their local post‘ion. there 


| were some wh were completely dis 
interested and wanted to denounce the 


klan by name because they felt deenl+ 
that this was necessary. Also, once 
it was clear thet the issue must eome 
up, a very different situation was pre- 
sented. Many. including Protestants

; _ Causing Legislative Anarchy 


BY FRANK H. SIMONDS. 

Washington, June 28.—Is parlia- 
mentary—or, as we would say in 
America, congressional-government 
breaking down? The question has both 
domestic and foreign appositeness. In 
the United States, the congress which 
has just adjourned is noteworthy be- 
yond much else as the first in which 
majority rule gave way to something 
of the continental bloc system. In 
Europe, three democracies are in a 
state of turmoil in consequence of 
parliamentary incoherence, Moregver, 
a fourth, Italy, has embraced a dic- 
tatorship to escape the confusion 


which prevails in the United States, | 


Great Britain, France and Germany. 

With the American phase of the 
wide phenomenon or disease, as one 
may choose to view it, 
are familiar. In both houses of con- 


gress a nominal republican majority 
has been abolished and the policiés 
and purposes of a republican chief 
executive brought to nothing by the 
action of a group of senators and rep- 
resentatives, elected as republicans, 
who have broken away from party 
moorings and voted with the demo- 
cratic minority, thus creating a new 
“majority. ~ 

This well nigh complete paralysis Sp 
responsible party government, as 
are familiar with it in this country. 
hoa created nation-wide comment, pro- 
test and criticism. It has changed 
the whole character of legislative op- 
erations, What many observers are 
low eagerly and even = anxiously 
watching to see is whether it is to 
become a fixed feature of our politi. 
cal life. And it fs this American 
sAuation which gives real interest to 
the European parallels of the moment 

Parallel in England. 

Looking to these European paral- 
lels, that of Great Britain is, in a 
souse, the most interesting, because 
in the British field there are but 
three parties, by contrast with the 
many parties in France and Germany. 
Moreover, it is toward a threeparty

the moment to be drifting, and it is 
wholly within the bounds of possibili- 


ty that the next congress, like the) 


present house of commons, will see 
a repetition of the baffling condition, 
where three parties are represented 
‘gnd none has a majority.

Afraid of New Election.

You have then the extraordinary 
situation—both at home and abroad 
British people and statesmen confront 
gave crises. Their foreign relations

|Germany and the whole subject of 
European adjustment examined in tn- 
ternational conferences. Yet the rep- 
resentatives of Great Britain speak 
only for a minority party and may ie 
turnéd out of office at any moment, 

In France, the confusion is even 
greater because a constitutional crisis 
has been added to the legislative, Act- 
ually, in the French chamber of 
deputies, which has just been elected, 
there are nearly a dozen parties. Yet 
these parties have been pretty gener- 
ally combined into three groups, the 
bloc national, which supported Poin-

Charge of Government Frequent. 

Frequent changes of government 
are the rule in France. Before the 
war and in norma] times these changes 
were of little real significance, but 
at the present moment, with great in- 
ternational discussions just to  be- 
vin, lack of stability is a patent dis: 
advantage. The fall of Briand was 
a good illustration of this, for he sud- 
denly lost control of this parliamen- 
tary situation two and a half years 
ago, at the moment when he was dis- 
cussing a setélement of the whole 
Furopean situation with Lloyd 
George at Cannes and all of the plans 
|'which the two premiers had made 
went into the waste-paper basket 
‘following Briand’s fall and the com- 
‘ing of Poincare, with new views and 
other purposes. 

As it stands, then, both the British 


| tem, 


Herriot or some other’ represents 
France when the international dis- 
cussions begin, will negotiate with a 
noose about his neck and may be 
hauled off his feet at any moment. 

Uncertain as is the British situa- 
tion and insecure as is the French, 
both are simple by comparison with 
the German. In Germany, the chaos 
almost defies description. At _ the 
last election a month ago, 465 mem- 
bers were chosen to the German 
reichstag. Of these, 247 represented 
parties which were pledged to the 
support of the Dawes plan; namely, 
the socialist, center, people’s, Ba- 
varian people’s and democrats, whose 
fotals were respectively 100, 62, 44, 
'16 and 25. Opposing this group were 
|} three parties, the nationalists, voel- 
'kische and communists, counting 190 
}members; namely, 96, 32 and 62. 
| in nddition, there were 28 scattering. 
' On the surface, then, it would seem 
ithat the four first-named parties could 
'form a government and carry through 
| their program despite the opposition 
,and particularly since the opposition 
is divided between monarchists and 
communists, that is, between the fol- 
lowers of Potsdam and those of Mos- 


cow. 

The difficulty has been that the 
three moderate parties, namely, the 
| center, the two people’s and the dem- 
ocratic parties, all felt themselves on 
the whole nearer to the nationalists 
than to the socialists and acted ac- 
cordingly. 

Combination Difficult. 

Obviously, a combination between 
| the three moderate parties and the na- 
|tionalists would mean 243 seats, or 
only four less than a combination of 
these three parties and the socialists 
and it would mean a far more natural 
and durable arrangement. But it was 
prevented, at least for the moment, 
by the insistence of the nationalists 
upon practical contro]. They wished 
old Admiral von Tirpitz for chancellor 
and they were not in the least pre- 
pared to accept the Dawes report un- 
conditionally, even as a basis for dis- 
cussion. But in spite of this intran- 
sigeance, there was more enthusiasm 
in the ranks of the moderates for mar- 
riage with reaction than with repub- 
licanism as represented by the so- 
cialists, and this enthusiasm was par- 
tially accentuated by the fact that the 
socialists had suffered great losses-and 
the reactionaries made great gains in 
the recent election. 

But if the absence of responsible 
party government through a_ party 
majority has proven a disadvantage 
in Britain and a menace in France. 
how much more serious an evil it is in 
Germany, for at the moment Germany 
must act upon the Dawes report and

Moreover, at a moment 
when Germany needs beyond all else 
to enlist world sxmpathy and confi- 
cence, the nationalists are demand- 
ing for chancellor the very man who, 
in the eyes of the outside world, was 
_™most responsible for the war, sine:

German Situation Worst. 

All things considered, then, the 
German situation is much the worst 
of the three European countries which 
are struggling with much the same 
problem, but there is little in the sit- 
uation in any one of the three coun- 
tries to lead Americans hastily te 
adopt for themsclves this continental 
method of bloc government in place 
of the old party system. 

At the present moment, no prime 
minister in Britain, Franve or Ger- 
many can propose and carry through 
any piece of domestic legistlation, 
Jarge or small, save as he has enlist- 
ed the support of one or‘ more par- 
‘les with totally opposing principles. 
In all three countries the moderates— 
liberals in Britain, the radicals 
France and the three moderate 
parties in Germany—have steadily 
to choose between cooperating with 
sorialism or reaction. And what is 
worse, the moderates in France and 
Germany can only control nominally 
by sacrificing their moderation. ; 

That is peculiarly suggestive about 
the British situation for Americans 
at the present moment is the fact 
that labor's‘ rapid rise and present 
strength is due in‘ a considerable de- 
gree to popular dissatisfaction with 
both the old parties. Both the lib- 
erals and the tories had become un- 
pcepular in Britain before the last 
seneral election, had been becoming 
increasingly unpopular for some years, 
‘tbe same state of mind in the Unit- 
ed States might easily lead to a situa- 
tion in the next congress in which not 
only would the confusion of the last 
session be repeated, but instead of 
a handful of insurgents there might 
te a more considerable membership, 
rominally at least, belonging to a 
tnird party. 

Led to French Crisis. 

In. France, moreover. the legisla- 
tive incoherence has led to a_ prest- 
cential and constitutional crisis. In 
evder to get the votes necessary to 
exable him to form ai government, 
Herriot was compelled to accept the 
program of the socialists and to evicr 
the duly elected president, whose term 
hed four more years to run.

shall presently have parties represent- 
ing sections and, as an inevitable cor- 
rollary, combinations of some sections 
against others? Thus the bloe sys- 
tem might easily threaten our na- 
tional unity. . 

Rut apart from all subsidiary and 
perhaps remote contingencies, the es- 
sential fact is that the three great 
democracies of western Europe, ac- 
cepting Germany as a democraey at 
léast temporarily and in form, have 
come to the bloc system and it is 
working in all three very badly. At 
the moment, it is productive of do- 
mestic uncertainty and even chaos in 
all three nations, and it has given to 
foreign relations incoherenee and lack 
of continuity to an almost unlimited 
extent. 

In fact, at a moment when the de- 
sire for settlement in Europe and the 
will for peace are greater than at any 
time since the outbreak of the war, 
and when the report of the Dawes 
committee has supplied at least a 
sound basis for solution, all progress 
waits upon the legislative anarchy in 
Paris and Berlin, and all plans must 
be conditional upon the ee 
is al- 
ways a minority and daily in danger 
of defeat and resignation.

Thus it has come about that at the 
present hour the real menace to peace 


in Europe, to an international settle- 
ment, is not militarism, not imperta-

New Zealand University 
Rejects Accredited System 


A plan for admitting graduates of 


-aceredited secondary «chools without 


examination was recently rejected at 
the “session” cf New Zealand univer- 
sity, it is stated in a letter recently 
received by the United States com- 
missioner of education from a distin- 
guished New Zealander.

According to P. H. O'Donnell, 
president of the American Unity 
league, which was organized to vup- 
pose the klan, Dr. Nicholas Murray 
Butler, of Columbia university, is in- 
teresting himself in preparations for 
legal action against the klan in New 
York, and that other federal action 
against the klan and its high officials 
may be taken. 

The bill charged that Jones was a 
paid employee of the klan of which 
Imperial Wizard Hiram W. Evans 
and other high officers are alleged to 
have conspired to use the mails to 
defraud through the efforts of Jones. 

Jones Under Charges. 

Jones, it was alleged, came to 
Chicago and obtained employment as 
a district director of the American 
Unity league and was commissioned 


in the east. 

Attorney O’Donnel!l deelared that 
while Jones was soliciting member- 
ship for the league in the east, he 
was being paid a total of $32,687 
by the klan. ‘This information, he 
said, came to him from E. Y. Clarke 
and others two weeks ago in Wash- 
ington, as a result of the factionalism 
within the -klan. 

Neufeld T. Jones served for more 
than a year as assistant federal pro- 
hibition director in Geergia, resign- 
ing to enter another business. He is 
the son of Dr. C. O. Jones, superin- 
tendent of the Georgia Anti-Saloon 
league.

One of the things that make the 
hot, dusty days of summer more com- 
fortable is a long, cool, refreshing 
drink. But even the enjoyment that 
comes from a tall glass is somewhat 
allayed if you can not have that 
just th2 moment you want it— 
whether it be for yourself, a_ tired 
member of the family, a casual eall- 
er or for one of those spontaneous 
parties that spring up without warn- 
ing in every hostess’ community. 

Preparedness in this case means 
popularity, even if only with oneself 
for having the thoughtfulness to keep 
a carafe of water in the refrigerator 
so that ice-cold water may be always 
available without drawing on the ice 
supply. 

The next thing to do in prenaring 
for the summer campaign is to siact 
a stock of plain white sirup. ‘This 
keeps indefinitely, is always ready 
to use and instantly blends with fruit- 
juices or water. On the other hand, 
undissolyed sugar never mixes satis- 
factorily and requires much stirring 
to obtain even unsatisfactory resul:s. 
If you try to make sirup each time 
it is needed, it will always be hot 
when you want it cold. much ice will 
be wasted in cooling it and the final 
result will be thin and diluted. With 
sirup’ one can regulate sweetness to 
suit the taste, and the drinks in 
which it is used will be smooth and 
steady. When the advantages of a 
rendy-made sirup are once realized, 
the pantry shelf may be extended to 
include ready-to-use fruit and choeo- 
late sirups, and perhaps a fruit yine- 
gar or two. These things are inex- 
pensive, simple fo prepare and are a 
first-aid to summer comfort. <A tea- 
spoon or two of the vinegar gives a 
pleasant tang to the other fruit drinks | 
and igs refreshing if added to plain ice-

drinks to be made of milk plus fruit.

NEEDED, SAYS REPORT 


Washington, June 28.—Need of an 
increased number of adequately 
trained tin teachers to meet the 


growing enrollment of pupils and 
of more general opportunity for the 
study of Greek is stressed in a report 
submitted today to the American 
Classical league by a special commit- 
tee which has concluded a three-year 
investigation of classical courses in 
American schools and colleges. Dr. 
Andrew F. West, dean of graduate 
studies at Princeton university and 
chairman of the committee, presented 
the summary of conclusions at the 
fifth annual meeting of the league, of 
which he is president. . 

While Latin pupils are crowding 
the school courses of the country as 
never before, the committee found, the 
enrollment in Greek, although in- 
creasing slightly, still is “‘deplorably 


small” in the public high schools, 


which provides for the instruction of — 
nine-tenths of the nation’s second- 
ary school pupils. Greek courses ordi- 
narily are not provided at all. With 
the total of Latin pupils, on the other 
hand, exceeding the enrollment in all 
other foreign language classes com- 
bined, the problem faced, it was said 
is one of increasing the number of 
adequately trained teachers. 


The report recommended that Latin 
courses be revised to provide a six- 
year instead of a four-year course for 
secondary-school pupils in order that 
the language may “first be used and 
acquired to some extent” before jts 
structural study in undertaken. This, 
it was held, would mean for the pupil 
ultimately a “larger reading in the 
authors .... and broader apprecia- 
tion of the literary and historical in- 


‘fluences flowing from the subject.” 


«Conclusions reached in the investi- 
gations, in which virtually all ‘the 
educational forces of the country co-~ 
operated, have been approved, as pre- 
sented in a comprehensive general re- 
port, by the national advisory com- 
mittee and chairmen of the regional 
committees which aided in the work.

New York, June 28.—Wall street 
has been taking stock during this the 
last weck in the first half of 1924. 


Actual conditions existing at the 
close of 1923 have heen recalled to- 
gether with the predictions made at 
that time by industrial leaders and 
bankers regarding the outlook for 
1924. These predictions have been 
compared with what has actually hap- 
pened during the six months since 
January 1. With this information at: 
band Wall street at the close of this 
week has its mind on what is likely 
to ocgnr during the last six. months 
of 1924. 

It will be recalled that at the close 
of 1923 general trade and the stock 
market had been recovering for two 
months or since the eid of October, 
From the opening of 1923 to the 
spring months of that year business 
was booming, many lines of industry 
making new high production records 
for all time. Signs of overproduc- 
tion began to appear in the early 
spring, followed by slowing down 
which continued through October or 
until the United States Steel corpora- 
tion unexpectedly declared an extra 
dividend, That extra dividend de- 
clared after the close of the stock 
market October 30, denoting confi- 
dence in the future accompanied by 
a very bullish and widely published 
statement by Jesse Livermore on the 
stock market, marked the turn for 
the better, the improvement continu- 
ing up to the very close of 1928. 

That was the picture at the begin- 
ning of 1924. In making predictions 
at the beginning of this year many of 
our prominent industrial and finan- 
cial leaders showed wonderful fore- 
sight. Most lines of industry con- 
tinued to show improvement during 
January and February with produc- 
tion of many of them even ahead of 
the new high record established early 
mn 1922. It is now plain, however, 
that all of our finaneial and indus- 
trial leaders were not fooled by the 
conditions existing aft the close of 


1923 and what then appeared to be) 


Here for. 


example is what Benjamin M. Ander- 


‘son, Jr., economist for the Chase Na- 


tional Bank here, was quoted as say- 
ing in this column at the close of 
the first week of 1924: “The year 
1924, like the year 1925, must face 
serious business problems, but we 
have been so successful in dealing 
with these same problems in 1922 
that we are justified in taking a 
hopeful attitude toward 1924,” 

Here is what George W. Morris, 
governor of the Federal Reserve bank 
at Philac:Iphia, had to say: “With 
labor generally employed at _ high 
wages and the purchasing power of 
farmers largely restored, 1] see no 
reason why a high rate of general 
business activity should not persist 
through at least the first half of 
1924. What effect the presidential 
“ampaign or the foreign situation may 
have on business during the later 
part of the year cannot be predicted. 
Inasmuch as the debts owing to us 
by foreign governments car be paid 
only in goods or service, it is my 
personal opinion that the longer pay- 
ment is deferred the better it will 
be both for them and us.” 


Steel Trade Hopeful. 

Here is the way the country’s 
largest steel center viewed the out- 
look for 1924, according toa the pre- 
dictions made by Robert Wadrop, ex- 
ecutive head of the First National 
bank of Pittsburg: “In this district 
opinion is divided in forecasting in- 
dustrial and commercial affairs in 
1924. At the present time there 
does not seem to be any solid founda- 
tion upon which to build expectations 
for new records being set up in the 
matter of volume of output and sales. 
The steel trade is hopeful that or- 
ders from the railroads, the building 
trades and the automobile industry 
will keep the mills and furnaces fair- 
ly busy, but calculations do not ex- 
tend over the first half: of the year 
and in some instances cover only the 
first quarter.” 

What has happened in general trade 
during the first half of 1924 is ac- 
curately pictured in the monthly un- 
filled orders of the United States 


Steel corporation. For March of 
1923 the steel corporation reported 
untilled orders on its books of 7,403,- 
939 tons. From that level there was 
a steady decline until in the late au- 
tumn 4,368,584 was reached. Then 
there was an upturn, monthly gains 
being shown until 4,912,901 was 
reached at the close of February. 
From February on, however, the 
trend was downward, the statement 
issued a fortnight or so ago for May 
showing only 3,628,089 tons. These 
figures tell the story of what has hap- 
pened during the first half of 1924, 
especially the last quarter, without 
going into details of growing over- 
production, a declining stock mar- 
ket, declining commodity prices, grow- 
ing unemployment with some wage 
cuts, a falling off in. weekly freight 
ear loadings after new high records 
for the year to date had been made, 
the soldiers’ bonus, the tax bill, hand- 
to-mouth buying throughout tbe coun- 
try, unseasonable weather in the 
spring and early summer affecting 
business and crops. 
What Street Expects. 

From the last half of 1924 Wall 
street sees smaller buying power than 
at the beginning of the year on the 

art of labor, smaller freight car load- 
ings-and railroad earnings: than had 
been expected at the start of 1924, 
crops better than was expected ten 
days or so ago, but under the average 
as a. whole higher farm prices, con- 
tinued hand-to-mouth buying by the 
country, as a whole, seasonal improve- 
ment in general trade, cheaper money 
than any autumn or winter In. many 
years, continued downward trend 1D 
commodity prices. 

Wall street is by no means dis- 
couraged over the outlook. Our best 
business men here would rather see 
the foregoing expectations realized 
than to have a return to boom times 
and overproduction. William WN. 
Wood, president of the Aimerican 
Woolen company; Franklin Reming- 
ton, president of the Foundation 
company; Charles H. Sabin, chairman 
of the Guaranty Trust company, and 
others predicted this week that the 
present lull in general business is 
only temporary and that sustained ac- 
tivity will soon take place. Others 
believe that there will be seasonal re- 
covery in general trade followed by 4 
return to slow readjustment to a pre- 
war basis such as was experienced

Chicago, June 28.—(Sreejal.)-- 
“Fifty-fifty” is the percentage of 
blame in traffic accidents involving 
both motorists and pedestrians, ac- 


cording to exverts’ statistics cited by 
Richard E. Kropf, supreme regent of 
the Royal Arcanum, in a safety ad- 
dress here.
